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The  Lowell  School  of  Practical  Design  was  established  in 
1872,  by  the  Trustee  of  the  Lowell  Institute,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  Industrial  Art  in  the  United  States.  The  Corporation 
of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  having  approved 
the  purpose  and  general  plan  of  the  school  as  proposed  by  the 
Trustee  of  the  Lowell  Institute,  assumed  the  responsibility  of  con- 
ducting it  ; and  in  the  same  year  the  first  pupils  were  admitted. 

The  expenses  of  this  school  are  borne  by  the  Lowell  Institute, 
and  tuition  is  free  to  all  pupils. 

The  school  occupies  a drawing-room  and  a weaving-room  in 
the  building  of  the  Institute  on  Garrison  Street.  The  weaving- 
room  affords  students  an  opportunity  of  working  their  designs  into 
actual  fabrics  of  commercial  sizes  and  of  every  variety  of  material 
and  of  texture.  The  room  is  supplied  with  two  chain-looms  for 
fancy  dress  goods,  three  chain-looms  for  fancy  woolen  cassimeres, 
one  gingham  loom,  and  one  Jacquard  loom.  The  school  is  con- 
stantly provided  with  samples  of  all  the  novelties  in  textile  fabrics 
from  Paris,  such  as  brocaded  silks,  ribbons,  alpacas,  armures,  and 
fancy  woolen  goods. 

Course  of  Study.  — Students  are  taught  the  art  of  making 
patterns  for  prints,  ginghams,  delaines,  silks,  laces,  paper-hangings, 
carpets,  oil-cloths,  etc.  The  course  is  of  three  years’  duration,  and 
embraces  : 

1.  Technical  manipulations;  2.  Copying  and  variations  of 
designs;  3.  Original  designs  or  composition  of  patterns;  4.  The 
making  of  working  drawings  and  finishing  of  designs. 


Instruction  is  given  personally  to  each  student  over  his  work, 
with  occasional  general  exercises.  Students  supply  their  own 
instruments  and  materials,  the  cost  of  which  is  about  $5  per  year. 

The  class  is  under  the  personal  direction  of  Mr.  Charles 
Kastner,  assisted  in  the  weaving  department  by  Mr.  Louis  W. 
Clark,  and  in  the  designing  department  by  Miss  Ella  Louise 
Shaw. 

Requirements  for  Admission.  — To  teach  drawing  is  not 
among  the  objects  of  this  school.  Applicants  must  therefore  pos- 
sess a knowledge  of  drawing  adequate  to  enable  them  advanta- 
geously to  begin  the  work  of  composition  and  design. 

This  implies  a considerable  degree  of  skill  in  freehand  draw- 
ing from  nature,  especially  in  sketching  leaves,  flowers,  and  other 
objects  which  frequently  supply  the  motives  of  designs,  and  also 
in  the  use  of  the  brush  for  drawing  outlines  and  laying  flat  color. 
Accuracy  and  readiness  in  drawing  and  an  eye  for  color  are 
required,  rather  than  skill  in  shading  or  pictorial  art. 

Applicants  for  admission,  or  persons  desiring  further  infor- 
mation regarding  this  school,  may  apply  by  letter  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Institute  of  Technology. 

Regulations  of  the  School.  — The  next  school  year  will 
begin  on  the  last  Monday  of  September.  The  number  of  students 
in  the  school,  with  those  to  be  admitted,  will  be  limited  to  fifty- 
three.  Examinations  for  applicants  for  admission  will  be  held  at 
9 a.m.  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  of  the  third  week 
in  September.  Students  are  required  to  be  regular  in  their  attend- 
ance, the  hours  being  from  9.30  a.m.  to  12  m.,  and  from  1 p.m.  to 
3.30  p.m.  Only  those  students  can  be  retained  in  the  school  who, 
after  a fair  and  patient  trial,  are  found  to  have  some  aptitude  for 
the  work.  At  the  close  of  each  half  year  the  Director  will, 
with  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  Institute,  convey  the 
needed  information  to  such  students  as  shall  be  found  gravely 
deficient  in  qualifications  for  an  advantageous  pursuit  of  their 
studies.  No  publication  will  be  made  of  the  fact,  and  such 
students  will  be  left  to  withdraw  as  of  their  own  motion. 
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The  following  extracts  supply  the  answers  to  many  question 
asked  by  persons  contemplating  the  study  of  designing,  and  are 
therefore  introduced  as  matter  of  interest  to  those  for  whom  this 
circular  is  intended: 

DESIGNING. 

Designing  is  required  in  the  manufacture  of  a great  variety 
of  goods  : dress  goods,  carpets,  oil-cloth,  enamel  cloth,  wall  paper, 
furniture,  etc.  A good  designer  commands  a good  salary.  Design- 
ing requires  great  originality,  and  much  practice  in  the  combina- 
tion of  straight  lines  and  curves  in  the  form  of  scroll  work,  leaves, 
flowers,  figures,  etc.  Flowers  and  leaves,  from  their  multifarious 
and  symmetrical  forms,  have  always  supplied  a great  proportion  of 
the  ideas  used  in  architectural  and  other  classes  of  design. 

Those  figures  should  be  combined  which  bear  some  relation 
to  one  another,  and  which  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  some 
one  idea.  It  is  better  to  have  a few  simple  yet  beautiful  figures 
combined,  which  will  present  a symmetrical  whole,  readily  under- 
stood, than  a mass  consisting  of  a great  variety  of  figures,  which, 
though  beautiful  in  themselves,  are  unpleasing  from  manifest  lack 
of  design. 

Designing  must  be  studied,  in  regard  to  the  combination 
of  figures,  from  the  various  works  of  art  of  the  great  masters. 
Flowers  have  always  been  popular  as  forming  the  basis  for 
designs,  and  especially  is  this  so  at  the  present  day.  Designing 
requires  a complete  knowledge  of  the  various  forms  and  modifica- 
tions of  vegetation.  The  student  should  go  to  nature  direct  for 
his  ideas ; and  by  studying  from  nature  he  is  obliged  to  study  its 
arrangements,  while  its  forms  are  more  completely  impressed  upon 
his  mind,  forming,  what  is  necessary  for  the  purpose,  a storehouse 
to  draw  from  at  will,  so  that  when  needed  he  can  bring  forward  the 
most  appropriate  design  required  for  the  purpose. 

A student,  or  one  desirous  to  master  any  particular  branch 
of  designing,  in  order  to  succeed  must  bring  to  it  application 
and  a determination  to  succeed  if  possible.  For  instance,  a 
designer  of  wall  paper  should  select  patterns  or  copies  of  the 
most  popular  designs  and  study  them  thoroughly,  so  that  he  may 
know  the  reason  for  such  success ; and  he  should  become  familiar 
with  the  groundwork  of  such  designs,  and  then  endeavor  to  evolve 
something  original  from  his  own  mind,  or  at  least  try  to  combine 
what  is  most  popular  in  what  he  sees.  At  first  his  efforts  may  be 


crude,  or  may  not  suit  him ; but  each  attempt  brings  its  lesson, 
and  if  he  feels  an  inclination  for  the  study  he  should  persevere, 
and  eventually  he  may  accomplish  what  he  aimed  at,  and  find  his 
talents  crowned  with  success. 

From  what  has  been  said,  it  will  appear  that  success  as  a 
designer  depends  more  upon  the  artistic  taste  and  originality  of 
the  individual  than  upon  prescribed  methods.  There  are  a few 
general  principles,  however,  which  may  be  stated  without  harm, 
though  they  will  be  intuitive  with  an  original  artist. 

There  must  be  adopted  from  nature  some  one  or  more  of 
her  designs  as  symbols  of  grace,  beauty,  strength,  and  order;  and 
these  four  ideas  must  be  manifest  in  every  design,  one  or  another 
being  more  prominent  in  accordance  with  the  special  subject  under 
treatment. 

I do  not  mean  to  be  understood  as  advocating  imitation, 
even  of  nature,  but  the  creation  of  ideas , using  nature’s  symbols. 
Simplicity  should  be  a fundamental  rule  of  the  designer.  He 
ought  to  understand  the  nature  and  tastes  of  the  public  for  whom 
he  creates,  and  govern  himself  accordingly  in  his  endeavor  to 
educate  it  up  to  his  standard.  He  cannot  force  people  to  adopt 
ideas,  however  just,  at  once,  but  he  can  gradually  lead  them  to  an 
appreciation  of  the  true  and  beautiful  in  art.  — Gately’s  Universal 
Educator. 


ABOUT  BOOKS  ON  ART  FOR  STUDENTS. 

It  is  often  asked  of  artists,  “What  work  shall  I find  to  assist  me 
in  drawing  and  painting?”  A difficult  question  to  reply  to.  Generally 
one  must  first  obtain  knowledge  before  the  ability  to  profit  by  directions, 
as  capital  is  needed  to  get  capital.  Books  of  instruction  are  often 
pitched  on  too  high  a key.  “The  fodder  is  placed  too  high  in  the 
rack.”  It  is  so  with  lectures  on  art  and  elementary  works.  They  are 
too  learned.  Recipes  there  are  in  plenty,  and  one  may  find  English 
pamphlets  with  distinguished  names  at  the  art  stores.  It  may,  however, 
take  an  expert  to  interpret  them.  A guide  should  be  intelligent  to  lead 
in  the  right  path ; otherwise  the  way  must  be  retraced,  with  perhaps  loss 
of  strength.  So  a teacher  should  know  just  what  first  steps  should  be 
taken  by  the  pupil.  A few  ideas  from  a master  are  better  than  weari- 
some days  with  a charlatan.  A few  practical  hints  from  an  expert  while 
the  work  is  in  progress  are  worth  more  than  books  and  lectures. 

Dry  and  unprofitable  for  advancement  must  be  that  course  of  study 
given  in  some  schools,  which  attach  chief  importance  to  hours  of  talk 
by  a professor,  who  is  more  an  art  lawyer  than  an  artist.  In  order  to 
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have  instruction  of  use  in  the  production  of  pictures,  it  should  proceed 
directly  from  the  voice  into  the  work  in  progress.  “ Line  upon  line, 
precept  upon  precept,”  is  good  if  uttered  into  the  ear  while  the  hand 
directly  puts  it  to  practical  use.  The  burning  words  need  fusing  into 
the  work,  and  are  not  good  if  allowed  to  cool. — Boston  T?'anscript.
